UNCLE SAM HAS DOUBTS 


Chinese Exclusion Treaty Soon 
Expires and New One Must 
Be Negotiated. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—Some doubt 
is expressed in official citcles whether 
it will be possible to obtain China's 
consent to another treaty with the 
United States, providing for even the 
exclusion of Chinese laborers from this 


country. 

The State Department is aware of IiIl- 
feeling throughout China on the whole 
subject and now that the immigration 
treaty with China has been allowed to 
lapse without the negotiation of a new 
agreement reports have reached here 
that China is inclined hereafter to re- 
fuse to sign any similar convention.

AUSSIA PROTESTS» 
CHAFFEE'S REPORT 


Complains General Reflects on 
Czar’s Military in Statement 
on Boxer Campaign.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—The Russian 
Government through Col. Raspopow, 
the military attache of the embassy, 
filed a protest with the State Depart- 
ment against the publication of certain 
alleged reflections upon the military 
service of the Emperor made in an of- 
ficial report by Gen. Chaffee. 

Gen. Chaffee, who was the head of the 
American forces in the operations of the 
allied powers in the campaign against 
China -and in the relief of Pekin, was 
called upon by the department to sub- 
mit a detailed report of those-operations 
and his. views on the military Gpera- 
tions, discipline, and whatever . he 
may have observed pertain tS the 
foreign troops that would be of benefit 
to the War Department. 

The report of Gen. Chaffee was some- 
what elnborate and -showed keenness 
in his observations. These reports were 
never made public, but recenfly a serv- 
ice paper has seen fit to print extracts 
from’ Gen. Chaffee’s report. The Russian 
military attache takes the position that 
the statements of the American officer 
were reflections upon the military serv- 
ice of his Government and officially pro- 
tested against the publication.

MISS. ROOSEVELT 


Soldier Removed From Castle 
William and Examined by 
Board on Lunacy. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 27.—The mysterious 
quest of a secret service detective sent 
by President Roosevelt to Governor's 
Island, was explained when Private 
James G. Jones, who has been serving 
a term of imprisonment in Castle Wil- 
liam for desertion, was removed on a 
special order and examined by a board 

of lunacy. 

Although great secrecy was main- 
tained, it was learned that Jones had 
been sending letters to Miss Alice 
Roosevelt from prison. He sent more 
than a score. In each of them he im- 


plored her to marry him. 

The climax came when Jones sent a 
sharp note to Mrs. Roosevelt in which 
he said that she was standing between 
her step-daughter and himse'f. 

This letter was received at Oyster Bay 
last week and President Roosevelt im- 
mediately dispatch one of his guard of 
secret service men to investigate. 

The soldier was removed from the 
prison by a special order and transferred 
to the military hospital. He was under 
observation for several days but the 
doctors could not tell whether he was 
sane or not. 

A lunacy board/for one was appointed 
a few days after. Its members are 
perplexed. Some of them think Jones is 
feigning insanity, probubly to escape 
prison, and others say he shows no 
other symptom of an unbalanced mind 
than his conduct in writing letters 

Jones is smooth-faced and handsome. 

His record in the army is none too 
good. He was imprisoned for deserting 
once before.

Bishop Hood of A. M. E 
Church Makes Call at 
Sagamore Hill.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., July 27.—Presi- 
dent R« ‘elt received James W. Hood 
of Nori ‘rolina, the oldest negro 
Bishop the country, at Sagamore

colored church, and at the entertain- 
ment given In his honor the President 
was invited to be present. He replied 
that he would be unabie to attend at the 
hour specified, but would be very glad 
to receive the Bishop and Gaskill in his 
home, 

The two colored men spent half an 
hour chatting with the President in his 
library. Thé Bishop informed him that 
he is making rapid strides.in popularity 
in the South, and the latter replied to 
the effect that he was glad that his pol- 
icy of administering the affairs of Gov- 
ernment in the interest of all the people 
was receiving Southern indorsement, He 
said that he did not propose in future, 
auy more than in the past, to allow con- 
siderations of race to interfere with his 
appointment of men whom he considered 
fitted for ceftain places. 

As an illustration of his policy to treat 
the whoie country alike he pointed to 
his appointment of a colored man, 
Charlés Anderson, to the place of Col- 
lector of Customs at the port of New 
York. ; 

The President’s reception of the Bishop 


and Gaskill was particularly gratifying 
to the latter because of his experience in 
an Oyster Bay barber shop some time 
ago. Upon entering to be shaved he was 
told that no colored men could patron- 
ize that shop, since white customers 
would be driven away if it were allowed, 
and that if he did not at once leave he 
would be ejected.

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NEW YORK, July 27.—Cardinal James 
Gibbons, who is spending the summer at 
Southampton, L. I., gave an interview 
yesterday on the. subject of corruption 
in business and public life, which he 
declares must be cured by publicity 
through the press. 

“Corporation corruption is a fixed evil 
that we must reckon with just as long 
' as the present condition of society exists 
in this country.’’ said the Cardinal 
“Whenever there is an amalgamation 
of great capital or a large collection of 
men interested in one money-making 
concern there is sure to be corruption. 
it is not a new story. It is a story 
as old as the world’s history. The only 
reason that it comes so much to the 
fore at present is that the methods of 
its detection are dally growing stronger. 

“Corruption has always existed. I am 
much afraid will exist as long as hu- 
man nature yields to the attributes that 
lecod to temptation. 

“The bright spot is the fact that the 
degradation is mado known. Corrup- 
tion cannot exist nowadays without be- 
ing discovered after awhile. The great- 
er the evil the greater the possibility of 
remedy. And that possibility of remedy 
has now become such an assured fact 
that it counterbalances, almost the evil 
which the present condition of money 
matness creates. ; 

“The fear, the dread ef exposure, is the 
counterbalancing elemént and that fear, 
that dread, that horror of having a 
name once respected dragged down is 
due to the efforts of the metropolitan 
press. 

“It may not be good theology, it may 
not be good ethics, but {ft is certainly 
very good common sense, and a very 
00d mbral element that the fear. the 
dread of exposure in the public press 
keéps many a man sticking close to the 


path of rectitude who otherwise would 
are off into the byways of personal 


t. 

“There is nothing.” the Cardinal con- 
tinued, ‘“‘which a man prizes more than 
utation, and the only way to ef- 
ly upset a man’s reputation is to 

expose him in the public press. 
“The shattering of idols, popular idols, 
has of late become a thing of almost

dally occurrence. It is a sad thing to 
contemplate, but it is an inevitable con- 
dition. The great trouble-maker to this 
country is money. Americans are not 
misers. thank God. Otherwise we would 
be in a most deplorable condition. When 
great fortunes are made they are almost 
as ctapidly expended and the constant 
circulation of money, the keeping going 
of these great accumulations of wealth, 
is one of the hopeful signs of the fu- 
ture.”’ 

In the midst of a discussion of 
money madness the Cardinal was asked: 

“Do you think the giving away of 
portions of their millions in any way 
palliates the offenses against society of 
the great money makers of the coun- 
try ?"’ 

‘*You refer to the ‘tainted money’ that 
has been s0 commonly discussed? I 
have never had occasion to reject any 
‘tainted money.’ For this reason it may 
be said that I am not qualified to speak 
on the matter. Should I ever be con- 
fronted by this embarragsing necessity 
for official decision I shuld not long 
hesitate in giving it.’’ 

Commercial corruption, political cor- 
ruption, the corruption that exists in 
the government itself, cannot survive 
exposure. For this reason we must all 
look to the press, the argus-eyed agent 
for good that is always vigilant, and 
that is daily becoming more powerful 
in seeking out evil in high places. In 
nothing has this been go clearly shown 
as in the recent life insurance scan- 
dals. 


“From the developments of the last 
few years it is impossible to draw any 
other deduction than that the moral 
sentimerit of a great mass of the people 
has been weakened or entirely broken 
down, 

‘the desire to seeure the unearned 
dollar has wrecked the finer instincts 
that should have been depended upon 
to hold in eheck the impulse toward 
actual dishonesty. ‘ 

“Clear and palpable dishonesty itself 
is shielded behind barriers cleverly con. 
Structed by the brigntest legal minds in 
the country. The dishonesty of the in- 
Gividual is merged into the dishonesty 
of the many, and its existence is denied 
even by the guilty. ‘ 

“The money craze and the corruption 
which it has developed in this country 
is to me a lesser evil than the great in- 
crease of divorces. This lax regard for 
the marriage tie is the greatest menace 
tu our country at this time. 

“It is a matter not so easily remedied 
as the other evils which exist or threat- 
en. It is essential, fundamental. It 
reaches into the heart of our social 
fabric, and unless there is some great 
change within a short time society must 
suffer an irremediable injury.’’

Thousands were 
turned out in quick time and dispatched 
to the Indian trcops,‘ and thousands 
more were finished and ready for dis- 
tribution when the countermanding or-

Sheriff G. W. Thompson of St. Clair 
County, Ill., has announced that he wi.l 
move against the squatters at Sandy, 
Hook Friday morning. 

The occupants of the houseboats on! 
property which the Wiggins Ferry Co, | 
claims, declare they will offer an armed 
resistance to eviction by local authori- 
ties and they are preparing to give the 
Sheriff a warm reception. 

The squatters are scattered along the 
river front from Brooklyn to Cahokia, a’ 
distance of 10 miles. Justice Drisco.] 
has issued the necessary legal papers, 
the Wiggins Ferry Co. has offered te 
furnish a steamboat for Sheriff T..Omp- 
son's use, and, unless one side weak. 
ens, there will be a clash. 


On June 9 a five-day notice to move 
was served on the many residents of 
the levee front, demanding that they 
Geliver possession of the land to the 
Wiggins Ferry Co., and in case they re- 
fuse to vacate, cited them to trial in 
Justice Dris¢oll's Court in East St. 
Louls. They refused to move, and on 
June 16, 185, Justice Driscoll rendered 
judgment against the ‘squatters’ for 
possession of the premises and ordered 
the property vacated within five days! 
from that date. Writs of restitution 
were issued by Justice Driscoll] and 
delivered to Sheriff Thompson of st. | 
Ciatr County, who threatens to take a 
tugboat and drag the boathouses and 
dwellings of the ‘squatters’ into the 
river and set them adrift unless they 
are voluntarily removed immediately. 


Alarm Spreads Quickly. 

The news that the Sheriff was. to 
come quickly spread along the levee, 
but the “squatters” firmly announce 
that nothing short of Anited States 
marshals armed with warrants shall 
make them move. 

The disputed territory contains sev- 
eral ‘‘squatter’’ settlements, among 
them being Sandy Hook, The Sand Bar. 
Shantytown and others, but Sandy 
Hook is the largest and probably most 
pretentious settlement along the river. 

Sandy Hook is located in the bend of 
the Mississippi River just north of East 
St. Louis and opposite the reservoirs of 
the Fast St. Louls waterworks. Dur- 
ing most of the year it is an island, be- 
ing separated from the mainland by a 
slough, which, when the river is high, 
makes the land entirely surrounded by 
water and accessible only by boat. The 
island contains probably 400 acres. of 
land, all of which is owned, or claimed 
at least, by the floating population by 
right of ‘“‘squatter sovereignty” and con- 
tinuous and undisputed possession for 
a number of years. 

The principal products of “The Hook” 
are dogs, chickens and fish. Its prin- 
cipal follage consists of thickly grow- 
ing willows and dwarfed cottonwood 
trees. Its residents contain all classes, 
mostly fishermen, but all trades are 
represented, from laborers to mechanics, 
boat builders and tarroofers. 

On approaching Sandy Hook the high- 
est and most attractive object to be seen 
is the “fish flag’’ belonging to Charles 
Biser, which flies from a pole 4 feet 
high, and indicates to the _ initiated 
whether the inhabitants of the Hook 
have any fish for sale on that day or 
not—if the flag is up, plenty of fish is 
on hand, and if the flag is down there 
ia nothing doing in the fish market. 
This fish flag is said to be known by all 
fishermen along the river. 


Warren Rules Squatters. 

Next to Biser's ‘“‘farm"’ is the pictur- 
esque dwelling of the mayor of Sandy 
Hook, George Warren. Hefhas been 
commonly accepted by the “squatters” 
as their ruler, and to him they look 
for protection from encroachments from 
the outside world. He was their spokes- 
man when the ejectment notices were 
served and is now considered the head 
of thelr organization which defies the 
Sheriff. 

Warren is 4 years of age, has a wife 
and six children living with him, but 
volunteered the information to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he had five more 
children back in Nebraska. His phil- 
osophy as to the ownership of Sandy 
Hook is: 

“Tl always considered an island a body 
of land surrounded by water and that 
islands were Government property; but 
the Wiggins Ferry Co. seems to think 
that an isiand is a body of land cov- 
ered by fordable water and that they 
are entitied to the land as far out in 
the river as they are able to ford. The 
Government has not sold the river to

who are always first to discover visit- 
ors and give the alarm at their ap- 
proach. And it generally requires the 
combined efforts of the Mayor and his 
wife to call off the dogs and make the 
visitor comfortable. 

The Mayor’s wife, Annie, is 3% years 
old and a rapid-fire talker when the 
ejectment subject is raised. 

“When my husband was away yester- 
day,’’ she said, “I heard about the Sher- 
iff coming to drag us out and float us 
off in the river. Well, as long as I 
have a shotgun and a 38-caliber revolver 
around you can say for me that the 
Warrens will be living right here on 
Sandy Hook, Sheriff or no. Sheriff. 
When I heard that he was coming, [ 
got my revolver and shotgun and ket 
watch, and it is a good thing for him 
that he did not come, for we have 
worked too hard to build our house and 
garden and make our home pleasant, to 
be just put out in the river to swim 
back and strike shore somewhere else.”’ 

At this juncture Mrs. Warren was dis- 
turbed by Leonard, a boy of 10, who 
informed his mother that a stray dog 
had got in the house and was lying on 
the potato sack and that he could not 
get the potatoes to peel for supper. 
After the noise had subsided, caused by 
Mrs. Warren's forcible ejection of the 
dog, she again grew communicative and 
aid: 


“My home is all I have. My home 
belongs to the G vernment. Land alone 
the river where there is no improved 
levee is mine if I take it. We have 
taken this. and the Government is the 
cniy power that can say we shall 
move. The river is our native coun- 
trv. We live on thé river. We are 
not going to leave it. At -first-we 
only had a lot. Now we have a frac- 
tion of a section, and as lOng &s we 
have possession it is ours, and we will 
have possession after the Sheriff has 
If we had all of our 
children with us we could defend the 
island by ourselves, but we have 
plenty of he p, and a warm reception 
is waiting for that Sheriff, and the 
sooner he comes and settles the mat- 
ter the better we will be satisfied. 


Constructs Bathhouse. 

Next to the Mayor lives J. E.° Neeley 
and family. His is the most modernly 
equipped farm on Sandy Hook. He has 
his boathouse high up on the bank, and 
has constructed a new two-room bath- 
house near the water, which is set upon 
a firm foundation of piling and is newly 
painted. He also has a neat workshop, 
in which he follows his business as a 
boatbuilder. Chicken sheds and a well, 
situated near the house, complete his 
possessions. He was very forcible in 
denouficing the threatened ejectment 
and said: 

‘In the first place, the sheriff can't 
get here with a boat to pull us out 
on account of that sandbar which 


‘formed directly in front of us after the 


water of 1903. But if he comes I 
would be willing to aig a trench 
through the island for him to: get 
through and then help him tie the rope 
to the house, and wager him that he 
can't tows our homes into the river be- 
fore there will be something doing. I'm 
not making threats. but I say that I 
am not going to move. I have lived here 
for ten years, and’ my family have lived 
in the houseboat when it floated 12 
feet above the island and we dropped 
back after the water had gone down, 
and I still have possession, and I own 
this place as much as anyone on earth, 
and will still) be here after the sheriff 
has gone.” 

Charles Biser, who flies the 
and fishes for a living, said 


Settled Twelve Years Ago. 

‘‘When I dropped in here 12 years ago 
this was a sandbar with not a green 
spot on it. During the high water of 


several years I floated: above my prop- 
erty when the river was raging, but I 
held possession of my land and came 
down all right when the river fell and 
my possession has never been disputed 
until now. I was commissioned as a 
deputy sheriff for Sandy Hook for a 
couple of years. and have seen the 
island settled and the cottonwood trees 
grow from the seed. After holding pos- 
session so long I am not going to give 
up now, and if that Sheriff wants a bat- 
tle we will be ready when he comes 
and he will get the warmest time he 
ever had. He will come to us in a boat, 
but he may have to wade out, and he 
will not take possession of our homes 
when he goes, either.” 

About 45 families live on Sandy Hook. 
and this sentiment to resist the Sheriff 
and the Wiggins Ferry Co. is genera! 
among the residents and they are al) 
a unit when. their possession is dis- 
turbed by an outsider, 

As the only entrance to the Hook is 
by boat through a shallow slough, or 
elsc by wading through muddy ditches 
and swamps, it appears to an onlooker 
as if it will not be a ‘bed of roses’ 
for the official or officials who attempt 
to dispossess these residents of this 
aimost inaccessible territory.

SHANGHAI, July 27. — The ° native 
bankers here are calling a meeting to 
discuss a proposal to boycott the In- 
ternational Banking Corporation. 


The International Banking Corpora- 
tion was organized in June, 1901, under 
the laws of Connecticut, receiving its 


charter by a special act of the Legis- 
lature. 7 

It was then only a banking institution 
formed for the purpose of-doing bust- 
ness entirely in foreign countries, with 
authority to establish branches. 

The corporaiion was made the agent 
of the United States Government for 
the receipt of the payments to this Gov- 
ernment on account of the Chinese 
Boxer indemnity. 

The present officers of the corporation 
are Thomas H. Hubbard, chairman of 
the Board of Directors and President: 
James 8. Fearon, Vice-President, and J. 
B. Lee, General Manager.

NEW YORK, July 27.—The World 
says: 

“Although the boundary line between 
Vermont and Canadé@ is slightly out of 
joint, it is officially stated in Wash- 
ington that the State is in no danger 
of losing any territory. This 4s well. 
Vermont has no people or votes to 
spare. Besides she has already had 
trouble enough in getting herself snug- 
ly and properly fitted into the Union. 
“For long years before the Revolu- 
tion Vermont was the subject of a ter- 
ritorial fight in which New Hamp- 
shire. New York and. in the early 
period, Massachusetts took part. This 
quarrel kept her out of the confedera- 
tion and delayed her admission to the 
Union wuntil 1791. Beginning in 1778 she 
had an independent government, of 
which Thomas Chittenden was twice the 
head and Moses Robinson once. 
The ‘Green Mountain Boys’ fought 
in the revolution as the forces of 
separate commonwealth. 

“A petty boundary dispute ought not 
to be linked at this interval with a 
chain of territorial romances to which 
time has given historic dignity. Be- 
sides, nobody from Vermant can be 
spared to the Union. Every citizen of 
that State has a consecrated function 
in the Republic. By voting or not 
voting for Governor in presidential years 
he gives all the political seers a work 
of ecstatic bliss in predicting the re- 
sults of the national election.”’ 


“Good citizenship requires submission 
to quarantine when it is established,”’ 
says the Times, ‘“‘and there ought to be 
no revetition of such incidents as that 
in New Orleans, when a dying patient 
was placed in a barber’s chair and 
Shaved during a visit of inspection to 
escape hospital treatment,

DESIRES TO TALK OF 
ALLEGED NINE WIVES 


Inspector Cross Believes Pris- 
oner Is MoCandles and That 
He Stole Name and Army 
Record of Carlton. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, July 27.—Detectives al- 
lege they have discovered “‘germ cul- 
ture tubes’ in the rooms of Frederick 
Carlton, supposed to be James Edward 
MeCandies of Missouri, under arrest in 
Brooklyn suspected of murdering at 
least two wives by injecting tetanus 
germs into their systems. 
Mrs. Schultz, the landlady with whom 
Carlton lived, is said to have told the 
detectives that Carlton, on the day of 
her arrest, had taken away two suit- 
cases packed with his ‘‘laboratory”’ 
materials. Whether or not they include 
germ culture tubes she could not say, 
but the police are making every effort 
to recover these suitcases. 

“If we find positively that Carlton 
has engaged in the culture of tetanus 
germs or in fhe bacilli that caused the 
infection in the right arm of his wife, 
who died of that malady, we have es- 
tablished our circumstantial case 
against the man,"’ said Inspector Cross. 
Although it is believed by the Inspéo- 
tor that Eleanor Vandeventer could 
tell what disposition was made of these 
two suitcases, she has been told by 
her lawyer, John 8S. Bennett, to keep a 
close mouth. At the jail she refuses to
